He 
said then that no one was going 
to use his name or his former 
Status as President for ¢ommer- 
cial purposes and he volunteered 
the information that, to his way 
of thinking, Herbert Hoover had 
lived up to the- very high stand- 
ards he was setting for himself. 
The former President was on 
the way to his office in the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank Building in 
Kansas City when he decided he 
was free to tell about his job 
offers. He carried into his office 
the aluminum suitcase with the 
letters.

| to give it enough war- 
ships for the blockade and the 
Korean war. Briscoe continued: 

“There are various kinds and 
degrees of plockades. If the 
Seventh Fleet were ordered to 
establish a close blockade with- 
out diminishing its present ef- 
fords in the Korean war, more 
naval vessels of various types 
would be required. 

“With sufficient naval craft, 
— carrier and patrol planes, the 

avy could establish an almost 
100 per cent effective blockade 
against ocean-borne traffic. 

“Of course, there is always the 
chance that an occasional vessel 
would slip through in bad weather 
and the junk traffic would always 
be . problem, 

“However, the loss of costl 
steamships, weighed against the 
commercial profit of running the 
blockade, would be most discour- 
aging to the owners of mercha 
shipping, even those of satellite 
countries.” , 

The admiral said the technical 
problems would be few, even-if a 
full-scale close blockade were ar- 
dered. 


Few Deep Water Harbors. 

“The China coast does not have 
many deep water harbors,” Bris- 
coe pointed out, “and it is almost 
impossible for a vessel of any size 
to hide at sea. 

“Carrier-based and shore-based 
aircraft could provide an effective 
patrol for sighting these vessels— | 
destroyers arid other patrol craft | 
gould then be dispatched to the | 
scene to stop and interrogate 
them. 

“It would not be tho difficult a 
task to cut off virtually all ocean- 
going commerce from China.

HARTOUM, Sudan, Jan. 24 
(AP) — The 3957-ton Finnish 
freighter Tirrenia blew up in the 
Red Sea early this morning, but 
its crew of 37 was reported safe 
aboard a Norwegian vessel. The 
explosion occurred at midnight 
110 miles off Port Sudan, awaken- 
ing inhabitants and shaking win- 
dows in the city. 

The ship’s agents said the Tir- 
renia’s master messaged yesterday 
that fire had broken out and asked 
for instructions. They told him to 
open the holds and flood the 
ship’s cargo—ammonium nitrate— 
and to anchor near Port Sudan.

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Dulles’s Foreign Policy Plan 
Declared to Be Supported by 
Military Idea of Offensive 


Military Analyst Shows How Scheme to Detach Satellites 
From Russia Could Operate — Believes the Success of 
‘Containment’ Makes ‘Dynamic’ Policy Possible Now — 
Ambassador George Kennan Opposes Plan, However.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 


S the new Secretary of State, John Foster Dulles, assumes office, he finds 
Ati dynamic foreign policy, through which he would liberate ‘enslaved 

people under Communist domination, opposed by George F. Kennan, Am- 
bassador to the Soviet Union, one of the State Department’s foremost Russian 
experts and author of the containment policy. 


Despite subsequent explanations, the oppo- 
sition between “containment” and “liberation” 
remains, Containment is def a hold- 
the-line policy while awaiting the tegra- 
tion of the Soviet Union. A dynamic policy 
would attempt to make desiped events happen. 

Containment leaves the initiative to the

THE POLICY of 
containment was ex- 
plained by Kennan in 
an article in “Foreign 
Affairs” in July 1947. 
He wrote then: “It } 
will be early seen that 
the Soviet pressure 
against the free in- 
stitutions of the West- 
ern World is some- 
thing ‘that can be 
contained by the 
adroit and vigilant ap- 
plication of counter- 
force at @ series of . 
constantly-shifting geographical and political 
points, corresponding to the shifts and 
maneuvers of Soviet policy, but which cannot 
be charmed or talked out of existence.” 

Kennan believes that if the Western World 
“finds the strength and resourcefulness to 
contain Soviet power over a period of 10 to 
15 years,” the Communist edifice may yield 
to this treatment “in ways that are unex- 
pected, could hardly have been foreseen and 
are not always recognizable when they come.” 

He believes that Soviet power “bears within 
it the seeds of its own decay, and that the 
sprouting of these seeds is well advanced.” 

In a speech July 16, the day after Secretary 
of State Dulles had appeared before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee and had ex- 
plained his faith in a positive foreign policy, 
Kennan placed himself in direct opposition 
to Dulles’s ideas. 


would be extremely careful,” he said, 
“of doing anything at the governmental 
level that purports to affect directly the 
governmental system in another country, no 
matter what the provocation may seem. It 
is not consistent with the maintenance of 
formal diplomatic relations with another 
country. It is replete with possibilities for 
misunderstanding and bitterness. To the 
extent it might be successful, it would in- 
volve us in a heavy responsibilities. Finally 
the prespects for success would be very 
small indeed.” . 

The basic disadvantage of defensive strat- 
egy, such as containment, is that it leaves the 
initiative to the aggressor. Ultimately, it is 
bound to fail. The aggressive enemy, through 
surprise or pressure, or on account of lack 
of Western unity, will break the wall of con- 
tainment at some point and the whole struc- 
ture will crumble. 


Instead of responding to Soviet pressure at 


a “series of constantly shifting geographical | 


and political points,” the West should be put- 
ting pressure against a series of geographical 
and political points where the Soviet Union 
is weak. 

Containment was an intelligent policy when 
it was proposed and has great victories to its 
credit—the salvation of Greece, the strength- 
ening of Turkey. the defeat of the effort to 
drive the Western powers out of Berlin, and 
the economic rehabilitation and rearmament 
of Western Europe which has turned back 
the tide of Communist subversion. 

When containment was adopted the West 
was too weak to adopt a positive policy. We 
were at that time on our final defensive line. 
Any further breach might have made the sal- 
vation of the West impossible. 

The success of containment has made a 
new policy possible. The West is strong 
enough te reverse the situation and force 

the Kremlin to respond to its initiative. 

This action, Kennan believes, would be 
dangerous. “While the Kremlin is basically 
flexible in its reactions to political realities,” 
he wrote, “it is by no means unamenable to 
considerations of prestige. Like almost any 
other government, it can be placed by tactless 
and threatening gestures in a position where 
it cannot afford to yield even though this 
might be dictated by its sense of realism.” 


We should not disturb the tiger, appar- 
ently. The Kremlin. can be tactless and 
threaten the West with impunity while the 
free world should not dare aggressive politi- 
cal or propaganda action toward the Kremlin. 

* * 


TWO VITAL REASONS for a new and posi- 
tive policy suggest themselves. The first is 
that Western Europe, by itself, can never be- 
come strong enough in population and re- 
sources to provide for its own defense against 


the combination of the Soviet Union and its 
European satellites, once communization is 
complete, whereas all of Europe is more pow- 
erful in population and resources than the 
Soviet Union. 


This is the fundamental strategic fact that 
should guide our policy, just as it is the fun- 
damental fact behind Soviet policy. A united 
Europe is a match for 
the Soviet Union. A 
divided Europe can 
only be preserved by 
the addition of United 


not be released frgm 
this obligation, with 
its great cost and the 
militarization of our 
own country, until a 
positive policy begins 
to pull back the states 
of Eastern Europe. 
Nor do we have 10 
or 15 years in which 
to accomplish it. This

of the West. Where today the satellites, 
because of their doubtful loyalty to Com- 
munism, are a source of weakness to the 
Soviet Union, in 10 years they will con- 
tribute to Soviet strength. 


I discussed this problem briefly with Dulles 
about a year ago. Then, as now, it was easier 
to state the problem than to devise a solution. 
He did not tell the Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee how he would proceed. If he has # 
plans he could not make them public because 


it would alert the Kremlin. Diplomatic se- 


curity is often as important as military se- 


curity. 


The objectives of a positive policy would 


have to be approached by a step-to-step 
process. The first step would be the elimina- 
tion of the East-West division of Germany 
and Austria. 
bad faith by which the Kremlin has kept 
these countries divided for seven years is in- 
tended to lead up to Communist conquests of 


all of Germany and Austria just as was hoped % 


for in Korea. 


East Germany and Austria have not been 
so easy to communize as North Korea, so 


Soviet garrisons must be maintained in them 


until the task is complete. With Russian 
troops out, all of Germany and Austria would 
throw off Communism. This is the reason for 
the long stalling on peace by the Kremlin. 

With occupation forces removed from Ger- 
many and Austria, the Soviet Union, would 
no longer have an excuse to keep garrisons 
in the satellites. These garrisons are main- 
tained ostensibly to guard the Soviet lines of 
communication.

IT SHOULD BE POSSIBLE to accomplish # 
the elimination of the division of Germany 


and Austria by political pressure and by 


propaganda. The key-note of our propaganda 


to East Germany and East Austria should 
be that it is our objective to make those 
two states whole. Oddly enough, it is Soviet 
propaganda which uses this aspiration of 
these peoples to its own ends, 


Political pressure should be effective in 
time to force the withdrawal of Soviet forces 
when the Kremlin realizes that its objectives 
in Germany and Austria cannot be attained. 
When Soviet troops are withdrawn, the peo- 
ple of these two states will solve the problem 
of union. 


With Germany and Austria free, Czeche- 
slovakia would be nearly surrounded by 
free and prosperous states. Czechoslovakia . 
is the unhappiest of all the satellites and 
the, people could be trusted to throw off 
Communist chains when they are no longer 
guarded by the Soviet army. 


Hungary then would be nearly surrounded 


by free peoples and should make good its & 


escape from Communist domination. 

Poland, Romania and Bulgaria all have sub- 
stantial borders on the Soviet Union. It is 
not practicable to look so far ahead as to 
see the means for their liberation, It is 
quite possible, however, that the loss of even 
one of the present satellites would start a 
chain reaction that would cause the breakup 
of the whole satellite edifice. It was imposed 
on these unhappy peoples by force, not of 
their own will. Given the opportunity, which 
will not come until Soviet garrisons are with- 
drawn from Germany and Austria, anything 


may happen. 


Something of this sort must be made to 
happen if the United States hopes ultimately 
to live in a peaceful world, in a world that is 
not dominated by armed force, and this is 
the object of a dynamic foreign policy.

A New Washington 


G.0.P. Time for Change’ Is Here

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 


HE mess in Washington—mean- 

ing the peanut shells, candy 

wrappers and discarded Ike sou- 
venirs that littered the avenues after 
the great inauguration—has just 
about been swept clean and the capi- 
tal looks its old self again. 

Superficially, that is. Under the sur- 
face there is a current of change and 
a searching for the answer to a question: 
“What will Washington be like under 
the Republicans after 20 years of Demo- 
cratic rule?” 

About the only thing that can be said 
with certainty today is that it will be 
different. But by a process of extrap- 
olation (an old-fashioned Fair Deal 
word) it is possible to draw the outlines 
of the picture that may be presented 
to the country in the coming months. 


* * * 


IT MIGHT BE FAIR to start with the 
mink, an animal disgraced under the 
recent Administration but now making 
a terrific comeback. Mink coats, like 
the cut-rate job bought by Mrs. T. 


Lamar Caudle, became a symbol of 
government corruption. Mink coats 
epitomized the Mess In Washington, 


which the Republicans attacked so vocif- 
erously in the fall campaign. 


Anyway, after all the furor, the Wash- 
ington Post reported of the inauguration: 


“Yesterday was a great day for the 
minks. Around the White House re- 
viewing stand, where the cabinet- 
designates, diplomats and distinguished 
guests watched the parade, there were 
minks, more minks—the most minks 
seen in one spot for many a day. In 
the White House reviewing stand Mrs. 
Nixen in her good Republican black 
eloth coat and young Mrs. John Eisen- 
hower in her non-mink fur stood out 
in a sea of good Republican minks.”

ANOTHER CHANGE is in the char-

So far, no one has thought of identify- 
ing the newcomers as a “gang.” Eisen- 
hower is about as stateless as a man can 
be and the homes of his appointees 
are widely scattered. Many have Wall 
Street tie-ups but it is not easy to group 
them into a “Wall Street Gang,” or 
some such amalgam comparable to 
Harding’s “Ohio Gang” or Truman’s

The impact of the new Republican 
Administration on Washington has been 
nothing like that of the Democratic 
replacement of the Republicans in 1933.

Drastic 
action, starting with the closing of the 
banks, was taken at once. Roosevelt 
inspired young, vigorous men with brains 
and ideas to work for low Government 
salaries. They were seeking power and 
accomplishment; many, like Rexford 
Guy Tugwell, wanted to “roll up their 
sleeves and remake the world.” 

There are no indications thus far that 
the new Administration will do anything 
sufficiently revolutionary or inspiring to 
set the town on its ear, as the New 
Dealers did. For one thing, there is 
nothing much to be done except carry 
on. The Administration leaders are an 
older and more stable group (Eisenhower 
is 62 years old; Roosevelt was 51 when 
he took office) and are likely to resist 
innovatiog rather than encourage it.

ALMOST CERTAINLY there will be 
no rash of “alphabetical agencies” such 
as blossomed in the early New Deal 
days and continued to bloom as big 
government got bigger. At least, there 
will not be unless and until some new 
emergency situation demands new mech- 
anisms. When they come they may be 
called by different names, perhaps 
“operations” in the current military 
fashion. 

This is hinted at by changes already 
observed by the discerning. 


For example, Roosevelt used to be 
accused of “piling commissions on 
commissions.” This was considered 
bad. Eisenhower is much in favor of 
advisory commissions, but this is good; 
it is called e consultative approach.” 

When Democratic chiefs teok trips 
abroad they were “junkets at the 
taxpayers’ expense.” The forthcoming 
European tour of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and Mutual Se- 
curity Administrater Harold Stassen 
is called hereabouts part of the new 
Administration “see-for-yourself pro- 
gram.” 

There are many examples of this 
alteration in nomenclature. Part may 
be due to the presidential “honeymoon 
period,” which has just started. Words 
of love and expressions of constancy 
and good will are apropos and are 
uttered by friend and foe alike. 


One corollary effect of the change 
in administration has been the dimi- 
nution of Herbert Hoover, who used 
to bask in the title of the only living 
ex-President. Hoover now must share 
that honor 50-50 with Truman. 

As of today it is still easier to say 
and to write “President Truman” than 
“President Eisenhower.” It is a situation 
comparable to the man still absent- 
mindedly dating his letters 1952. But 
sooner or later the mental adjustment 
to the new circumstances will take 


place, and when that time comes the 
course and tempo of the new Adminis- 
tration will be firmly set. It will have 
a character all its own.

What are some of the most pressing prob- 
lems to be dealt with, in keeping the two 
countries’ friendship in repair? 

Among others, the Ambassador spoke of

Britain hopes to do most of the job of 
making itself economically and financially 


strong again “by our own efforts,” Sir Roger 
said. British financial policy must be sound 
and strong, and inflation avoided like the 


plague, the Ambassador went on, and the 
resources of the sterling area must be de- 


= veloped in such a planned and directed 


way as to produce a maximum of the goods 


that can be sold for hard currencies. 


“Then there are things that can only 
be done by international co-operative effort 
among the principal trading nations, things 
Une lowering trade barriers, and we'll be 
taking up these things with you a little 
later,” Sir Roger added. 


Would a fuller exchange of atomic infor- 


: mations be helpful to both the United States 
and Britain? 


“Certainly it would be helpful,” Sir 
Roger replied. “Mind you, we’re not asking 
for more than we can give. We have a 
good deal te offer, you know. Your pro- 
duction is on a much bigger scale, of 
course, but our research people have con- 
tributed a very great deal to atomic develp- 
ment, and will contribute more.” 

What does Britain think of the antitrust 
suit the Truman Administration filed against 
leading American and British oil companies? 

The Ambassador chose his words with care: 

“We are anxious,” he said, “about the 
political and strategic implications of the 
suit for both our countries in areas of 
great importance and great instability.” 

What is Britain's attitude toward current 
attempts to integrate Europe? 


“We will encourage, assist and associate 
ourselves with all efforts to integrate Europe 
more closely mically, politically and 
militarily,” the Ambassador replied. Britain 
has a greater interest in Western Europe, 
and has made greater commitments there, 
than ever before, he pointed out. “But we 
can’t form constitutional ties with the con- 
tinent,” he added. “We have other ties to 
consider, above all those with the other 
members of the Commonwealth.” 

Britain can and will arm up to the NATO 
levels agreed upon at Paris, Sir Roger 
also said.

THE AMBASSADOR is a great, gaunt, 
almost skeletal figure of a man—so much so 
that another diplomat once said, “Roger 
could play “Death Takes a Holiday” without 
makeup.”

Sir Roger returned te Washington in 
1945 as Minister for Economic Affairs in 
the Embassy under Lord Halifax. In this

He returned to the Foreign Office once 
again in 1947 and served there, successively, 
as superintendent of the American and 
Economic departments and Deputy Under- 
secretary and Undersecretary of State for 
Economic Affairs. As Undersecretary, he was 
in charge of Marshall Plan questions, among 
other things. 


He attended all the principal American- 
British conferences of the period 1947-1952, 
accompanying the leaders of both major Brit- 
ish political parties on their trips to the 
United States—the late Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin in 1949, former Prime Minister 
Clement Attlee in 1950 and Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden in January, 1952. 

For the last three years, Sir Roger has 
presided over the ten-member council which 
advises the British government on atomie 
questions—the “Office Committee on Atomie 
Policy.” 

The committee played a part in organizing 
the recent British atomic bomb test off 
Northwest Australia, and “was also behind 
the secret agreement that gave the United 
States a much bigger share in Belgian Congo 
uranium ore in 1948,” according to an official 
British statement. 


Last February, the Ambassador made a 
special survey of conditions in the Persian 
Gulf area for the Foreign Office.

There are many matters about which Justice

In August 1944, federal indictments were re- 
turned against Roy E. Crummer of Topeka, Kan., 
two of his bond firms and 10 of their officers 
and employes. The indictments grew out of 
handling by Crummer and his associates of bond 
issues for two Florida municipalities. The bond 
refunding totaled $3,411,000. 

A year later the indictments were dismissed. 
At the time of the dismissal as well as when the 
indictments were returned, Tom Clark was At- 
torney General and T. Lamar Caudie was Assist- 
ant Attorney General in charge of the Depart- 
ment of Justice’s criminal division. 

Why were the indictments dismissed? There 
never has been anything like an adequate ex- 
planation. Federal District Attorney Eugene 
Davis, who helped prepare the case in Kansas, 
said as recently as Jan. 13: “We were positive 
we had a good case against Crummer, We were 


chagrined by the order to dismiss.”

J. Edgar Hoover himself commented on how the 
FBI was restricted. 

Why was the FBI restricted? Who authorized— 
or directed—Lamar Caudle to make the investi- 
gation worthless? 

These and many other questions should be put 
to Tom C. Clark about his years in the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He should answer under oath 
like any other witness. He is entitled to no more 
immunity than anyone else. 

It is true that Justice Clark’s appearance be- 
fore the House committee will add no lustre to 
the Supreme Court. But neither will the good 
name of the Supreme Court be any brighter if 
one of its members seems to cloak himself in 
his judicial robes for personal protection. 

Justice Clark can consider that he received 
notice when the new Congress convened. He 
now has an interval in which to make his deci- 
sion on the side of the law and justice which he 
is sworn to uphold.

The travel pages depict far-away places, the 
clothing counters feature “resort wear,” and the 
evidence is that spring may not be far behind 
these dreary gray days. And already the Na 
tional Association of Travel Organizations’ fancy 
is turning to holidays—bigger, better and long - 
er.

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Killed by Courtesy 

With his proposed appointment of former Gov. 
Val Peterson of Nebraska as Ambassador to 
India, President Eisenhower ran into a granitic 
obstacle that many another President has en- 
countered before him—senatorial “courtesy” in 
its extreme form. 

It appears now that Mr. Peterson is not going 
to succeed Chester Bowles in India, because Sen- 
ator Butler of Nebraska was prepared to declare 
the appointment personally obnoxious, and Sen- 
ator Griswold of Nebraska was not prepared to 
make a fight for it. 

In these circumstances 3 courtesy—by 
which is meant, of course, courtesy to the object- 
ing Senator, not to the President or the ap- 
pointee—would demand a vote against confirma- 
tion. So Mr. Peterson is now expecting a posi- 
tion on the White House staff, which does not 
require Senate consent. 

This second rebuff to the new President from 
Republican Senators has nothing to do with the 
qualifications of Mr. Peterson for Ambassador 
to India. He is personally obnoxious to Senator 
Butler because he tried to take the latter's seat 
away from him—an offense that ranks right be- 
low the prohibitions of the Mosaic code as far 
as some Senators are concerned. He is personal- 
ly non grata, if not obnoxious, to Senator Gris- 
wold because he failed to appoint the latter to 
fill the vacancy left by Senator Wherry’s death. 

While these may be unworthy reasons for 
blocking an ambassadorial appointment, it must 
be acknowledged that having been an early Eis- 
enhower supporter in Nebraska does not exactly

The alder- 
men were elected to represent the people and 
to act for the people; the only controversy here 
ig that stirred up by a small group of health 
faddists and perhaps a few with a purely selfish 
interest. The aldermen have the power to act 
and they have the duty to act. 

A second possible reason for delay was hinted 
at by the Chamber of Commerce, which in- 
dorsed fluoridation “provided it did not ad- 
versely affect industrial users of water.” But 
not a single industrial user showed up to oppose 
the measure. So why delay? 

Mr. Ziegenbalg reported that he might have 
to hold additional hearings “in private” so some 
dentists “fearful of notoriety” may present their 
views. Fluoridation is public business and every- 
thing about it should be conducted publicly. 
Anybody who has anything to say against the 
proposal ought to say it in the open, 

Mr. Ziegenbalg and his colleagues have a man- 
date to protect and promote the health of the 
people. If they attempt to kill, delay or ob- 
struct fluoridation they will be derelict in their 
duty to the children of this city. They ought to 
amend the bill to provide money for an imme- 
diate start on fluoridation and then report it 
favorably.

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It Takes All Kinds 


“Uncle Mike“ Jacobs’ story is one that Horatio 
Alger probably would not have written, and 
maybe it docs not even belong on an editorial 
page. Mike never was very genteel. Yet he 
did start as a newsboy on the Battery and wind 
up with $7,000,000, not to mention the distinc- 


tion of having New York’s Eighth avenue, for a - 


few blocks on either side of Madison Square 
Garden, known as Jacobs! Beach. 

Mike Jacobs made most of his money out of 
prize-fighting. ‘Yet he did not see a fight until 
1935 when he was 43 years old. This makes him 


u little like J. P. Morgan, who made a lot of 


money out of U.S. Steel without becoming sen- 
sationally familiar with mines or mills. 

Jacobs got into the fight game in 1921 when 
he raised the last $100,000 desperately needed 
by Promoter Tex Rickard to put on the Jack 
Dempsey-Georges Carpentier fight at Boyle’s 
Thirty Acres in Jersey City. Up to then, his 
chief business had been ticket speculation. He 
succeeded Rickard in 1929 as the Madison 
Square Garden and Yankee Stadium fight im- 
presario. As Rickard had Jack Dempsey a8 his 
chief meal-ticket, so Jacobs had Joe Louis who 
went into 26 title fights for him. Rut he signed 
up just about every other champion ag well. 

Other promoters disliked the little man with 
the noisy false teeth and the noisy pink shirts. 
Once they almost had him investigated as a 
monopoly by Representative James P. McGran- 
ery, the man who later became Harry Truman’s 
housecleaning Attorney General. But instead of 
being investigated by the House, Mike Jacobs 
saw his son elected to Congress. That touch 
would have had Alger’s approval. He would 
also have been pleased by Jacobs’ growing of 
roses and tulips. And surely he would have 
been impressed when the promoter gave Negro 
boxers an even break and a square deal 15 
years before Branch Rickey sent Jackie Robin- 
son to second base for the Dodgers. 

What Jacobs’ death in Florida recalls more 
than anything else, however, is that the charac- 
ters Damon Runyon used to write about were 
real flesh-and-blood Americans, types hardly to 
be seen in Ladue or Webster Groves, but mighty 
interesting nevertheless, It takes all kinds...

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Italy’s New Election Law 

Italy has fared better under the multi-party 
system than France. Unlike Paris, Rome has not 
seen the comings and goings of half-a-diozen gov- 
ernments a year. The DeGasperi coalition has 
managed to remain in office a good long while. 
Yet its hold on power has not been firm enough 
to allow it always to be fully effective. 


In all probability, however, this weakness will 
be removed by the new Italian election law just 
adopted after more than two months of bitter 
struggle. The new law provides that any coali- 
tion of parties which gets more than 50 per cent 
of the votes cast in an election shall get at least 
65 per cent of the seats in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. This ought to strengthen DeGasperi and his 
associates quite a bit after next April’s election. 

Since DeGasperi has supported the policy of 
Western co-operation and since the success of

under the new law are bound to be agreeable to 
all democratic nations, But the new legislation 
does have its less favorable side.

Ten years after first self-supporting atomic reaction, scientists 
find little encouragement in state of world; nations were not 
frightened into path of reason; but science now has auch politi- 
cal significance its followers cannot retire to their laboratories.

Ten years ago atomic energy was first 
made available to man. 

The anniversary of the first self-support- 
ing nuclear chain reaction was celebrated, 
in a rather subdued spirit, by the veterans 
of the historic ent. The gather 
was held in the squash court of the Un 
versity of Chicago, where the first atomic 
pile had stood, Many pers carried 
editorials marking the versary—none 
too jubilant. 

No wonder—the celebration of the tenth 
anniversary of atomic energy had been 
ushered in, a month earlier, by a “shot 
heard around the world”! (With.radiation 
counters, this is no longer a — exag- 
geration.) The first hydrogen b, or a 
reasonable prototype of such a bomb, went 
off at Eniwetok. 

Within 10 years, the military terror of 
atomic weapons—which appeared the ulti- 
mate imaginable at the time of Hiroshima 
has been multiplied tenfold or more 
while the beneficial applications of atomic 
energy have fallen far short of popular ex- 
pectation.

As the Pile of Bombs Grows 


Atomic power plants are stil] in the de- 
velopmental stage, and when the first of 
them are ready—which may be a matter of 
two or three years—they either will be 
devoted entirely to military use (ag in the 
case of the atomic submarine), or will owe 
their existence to military by-products (as 
in the presently planned nuclear power 
stations, which are to pay for the costs of 
their upkeep by the sale of plutonium to 
the Government). 

Ten years after the first chain reaction 
got under way in a makeshift laboratory, 
the country is dotted with new wonderful 
research laboratories. Most of the work 
done in these laboratories is good scien- 
tific work, inspired by the same urge to 
delve into the secrets of natural phenom- 
ena that has moved science throughout its 


history. 

But these laboratories exist not because 
the American people and the Ameriean 
Government have learned to appreciate 
the material promise and spiritual value 
of broad, disinterested scientific research, 
but because a scared nation and a fright- 
ened Congress look to them for the pro- 
duction of ever better and ever bigger

When the Bulletin of the Atomic Scien- 
tists was started in 1945, there still was 
hope that the shock of the first atomic 
explosions could induce all political sys- 
tems to adopt a policy of rational co-opera- 
tion. Was not the threat of atomic de- 
struction clear and obvious enough to 
make even the most hidebound or passion- 
blinded politician forget his pet hates and 
preconceived beliefs? 


Some-Lessons Have Sunk In 


The international control of atomic en- 
ergy, and its development in the interest 
of all mankind, appeared then as a pos- 
sible wedge to open the door into a new 
era. The chances for success were never 
high, but they were real; and the scien- 
tists were those who were most ardently 
hopeful. 

The hope has failed. Ten years after 
Hiroshima the world presents a picture, 
not of progress toward 1 but 
of tremendous strife, fanned 
tive lust for power, and by mass Bid — 
of nationalism, class and race hatred, envy 
and sus fcion. 

As this situation developed, many scien- 
tists lost their belief in the usefulness 
of continuously educating the world to 
the realities of the Atomic Age. Some 
among the friends of the Bulletin have 
counseled it to quit, and to leave mankind 
to its folly. 

Others—the majority—have urged it to 
go on. Where, sudden shock treatment has 
failed, slow education might yet bring un- 
spectacular, but important success.

Key Importance 


There Are Ways for Ambassador With 
Special Training to Sense Inner Reality 
of Kremlin Power Struggle.

First, there is now no doubt 
that a ferocious struggle for 
power, centering on the succes- 
sion to Stalin, is reaching a cli- 
max in Moscow.

It is widely believed that any 
American Ambassador in Moscow 
is a futile figure, condemned to 
isolation and virtual imprison- 
ment in gloomy. Spasso House. 
The Moscow Ambassadorship is 
hardly a pleasant or desirable 


cial circumstances, the American 
envoy has.no contact with the 
Soviet rulers. Ambassador George 
Kennan, recently dismissed by 
the Kremlin, had just one formal 
and empty conversation with 

Soviet Foreign, Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky. 

There Are Ways to Serve. 

Yet there are ways for a man 
on the scene with very special 
training and abilities to sense the 
inner reality of the Moscow pic- 
ture. Kennan’s dispatches from 
Moscow, according to reliable re- 
port, were the most brilliantly 
perceptive of any since the war. 
It was, n part, just because they 
were aware that Kennan under- 
stood what was going on around 
him, that the Soviet rulers seized | 
the first opportunity to get rid 
of him. 

There is another reason why 
the choice for the Moscow post 
is so important, there may well be 
only one hope of ending the Ko- 
rean war without greatly and most 
dangerously expanding the area 
of conflict. This is by direct ne- 
gotiation with the Kremlin, 
backed by the will and the means 
to use maximum force in Korea 
if negotiation fails. 

As Kennan said in his recent 
controversial speech, we must 
“while cultivating strength, re- 
main at all times prepared to 


negotiate where negotiation is re- 
uired.” 


’ There have been exaggerated 
interpretations of the Kennan 
speech as a challenge to the 
Dulles foreign, policy, but, in fact, 
negotiation on a specific and lim- 
ited issue like a Korean truce is 
by no means ruled out by Dulles 
and other Eisenhower foreign pol- 
icy advisers.

comtact at any level with the So- 
viet rulers is certainly a difficult, 
delicate. and exceedingly danger- 
ous task; and simply because di- 
rect contact may at some point 
in the fairly near future be found 
desirable, a man with special 
training and background is badly 
needed as the United States rep- 
resentative in Moscow. 

Aside from some rather casual 
talk of sending Ralph Bunche to 
the Soviet Union (which would 
be essentially a propaganda ges- 
ture), President Eisenhower and 
his chief foreign policy advisers 
have apparently not considered 
the Moscow appointment very 
seriously yet. Because they are 
in no hurry to fill the post. Over- 
eagerness on this score, so soon 
after Kennan’s dismissal, would 
be considered a sign of weakness, 
especially since the Soviets inter- 
preted the letter sent to Stalin 
by the New York Times as a feel- 
er directly inspired by Dulles. 


Appointment Must Be Soon. 


But the appointment must be 
made some time soon, barring the 
foolish and futile gesture of with- 
drawing recognition from the So- 
viet Union. 

One very obvious choice for the 
post is State Department Coun- 
sellor Charles E. Bohlen. Bohlen's 
name has always been paired 
with Kennan's as one of the great 
experts on the Soviet Union. 

The objection is, of course, that 
Bohlen has held major policy- 
making posts ever since the war, 
and there has been much talk of 
a “clean sweep” in the State De- 
partment; yet if the rule is adopt- 
ed that any man who has éver 
served in important pésts must 
be dispensed with, the Eisenhower 
Administration may be left in the 
end with very few experienced 
professional public servants, and 
experienced professionals. were 
never more badly needed.

We are fight- 
ing a hot war against the Commu- 
nists and Japan is a base that 
supports that war. The situation 
is always tense.” 

There have been no reports of 
Soviet flights over Japan since 
mid-December. That was when 
the Japan air defense force an- 
nounced it had F-94 all-weather 
jet interceptors in service. Rus- 
sian MIGs are fast, but they are 
not equipped for all-weather fly- 
ing. The F-94, a two-place, radar 
equipped, streak of silver, is yet 
to be tested in combat. 

There doesn't seem to be much 
doubt in military minds out here 
that it won't be too lang before a 
Russian plane either off course or 
on reconnaissance, finds itself in 


the gunsights of a United States 


plane over Japan. Russian flights 
over Japan have been recorded 
up to 40 in a single month. It 
is believed these planes were on 
reconnaissance flights and taking 
photographs of United States in- 
stallations on Hokkaido island.

Reason for Offensive. 

The chief argument advanced 
in favor of an offensive is that 
the Chinese Reds need only one 
hard rap to bring them to terms. 
During 1951, the Chinese seemed 
to be eager for a truce on the 
two occasions when they were 
stunned temporarily by United 
States Eighth Army offensives. 

“In June, 1951, the enemy was 
really broken—really hurting,” 
one Army spokesman recalled, 

“and jumped -at the idea of a 
truce, but by August he had 
caught his breath and was ready 
to return to the offensive. Floods 
wrecked his supply lines just as 
he was getting set. 

“That fall, we made a limited 
objective attack. By October, we 
had broken through his defenses. 
Again he was interested in talks, 
but by the end of the year the 
Chinese were getting snooty, and 
last January they were as rude 
as they could be, blowing smoke 
in our faces at the Panmunjom 
truce conference table.” 

Maximum-Loss Stalemate. 

The spokesman added: 

“This ugly stalemate is causing 

us maximum loss and confusion. 
Meanwhile the enemy is keeping 
his own expenditures within ac- 
c~ptable limits. 
“He thinks we are either scared 
or unwilling to make an offen- 
sive. He thinks if we sit here long 
enough we will get sick of the 
war and go home.”

A good showing by them 
might produce major defections 
from the enemy ranks, which con- 
tain many former Nationalist sol- 
diers. 

But first President Eisenhower 
would have to resolve grave argu- 
ments against the employment of 
Nationalists. The British and 
French are dead set against it, 
and presumably the British ob- 
jections were made eloquently 
clear to President Eisenhower 
during his recent talks with 
Sig Minister Churchill in New 

ork. 

The Anglo-French argument is 
that the appearance of the Na- 
tionalists might kill the last hope 
of an early truce by bringing the 
Chinese civil war to Korea. 

Possible Counter Argument. 

Perhaps the Allied arguments 
could, be countered by American 
assurances that Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops would be 
used in Korea only for training 
purposes and not more than one 
division at a time and moreover 
that they would not be sent

Farleigh’s first version was not 
actually his own, but a stock 
Renaissance type, and Shaw 
said so at once. He added, “‘This 


quality of pure and unadulter- 
ated expression that so many 
artists are trying to recapture, 
perhaps not entirely mistakenly, 
from child art, is not peculiar 
to children’s drawings; it exists 
in the mature work of art.

Receipt of three signed con- 
tracts in one batch of mail might 
be considered a good day’s take, 
and the Browns had reason to be 
happy yesterday when they added 
the names of George Freese, Les 
Moss and Dan Baich to the list 
of players in the fold. But they 
felt grave concern or plain be- 
fuddlement over another piece of 
mail delivered at the Grand 
boulevard office. 


The letter the Browns didn’t 
expect to receive, even though a 


“registered” number made it look The 


very important, wasn't even ad- 
dressed to the club. It contained 
a contract President Bill Veeck 
sent on Jan. 6 to Vic Wertz, home 
run slugging right fielder. The 
envelope was rubber-stamped 
“Not at This Address,” No For- 
warding Address,” etc.,. with 
others showing the letter had 
been in Detroit, Highland Park, 
Mich., and back again. Wertz 
just wasn’t to be found by the 
makman. 

“I think he'll be glad to see it 
and will be quick to sign, when 
it catches up with him,” said 
Veeck, indicating the salary fig- 
ure ‘should be satisfactory. 

Wertz is understood to have 
gone to Florida for a vacation, 
but he didn’t inform the club of 
his planned stopping point. Weeks 
ago, however, he told the front 
office he wanted to be included 
in the early training squad and 
so he is expected to be at San 
Bernardino, Cal., when the first 
group assembles Feb. 10.

Boxing’s Mike Jacobs 
Dies; Built Fortune 
As Monopoly Promoter 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Jan. 24 (UP)—Mike Jacobs, the ‘wan little 
East Side slum kid who built a fortune and empire out of boxing, 


died today a bitter man. 


Jacobs had fought death since 
he was felled by a stroke in 1946. 
He was near the brink many 
times. But yesterday he went to 
Hialeah race track, and suffered 
a heart attack after he got home. 
He died at 6:15 this morning of 
“coronary insufficiency” at the 
age of 72. 


His body was to be flown to 
New York tonight, placed on view 
at New York’s Riverside Mem- 
orial chapel tomorrow and buried 
in the family plot in Brooklyn 
= services at 1 p.m. Mon- 

ay. 

The boxing world will attend. 
It mourned the passing of this 
wizened little man today, for it 
was he who built the massive 
Twentieth Century Sporting Club. 
. It was he who developed Joe 
Louis from a hungry automobile- 
plant laborer to a great and 
wealthy champion. It was he 
who took the mantle of another 
great promoter, Tex Rickard, and 
forged a promotional monopoly 
that made him the virtual czar 
of big-time boxing. 

Yet as Mike lived his last days 
here in lonely splendor, he was 
bitter toward his successors in the 
game. His last interview with a 
newspaverman was with Milton 
Richman of the United Press here 
in November. And this is what 
he said: 

“There ain’t one good fighter 
around today, not one. They're 
just a bunch of chorus boys.

HE original story, as pre- 

T pared a few years ago at St. 
Louis U., went this way: 

“What is a Billiken? A Billi- 
ken is the god of things as they 
should be and John Bender, 
head football coach in 1910 
and 1911, is credited with be- 
ing the inspiration for its as- 
sociation with St. Louis Uni- 
versity athletic teams.” 

In that day, it was explained, 
the Billiken fad was sweeping 
the country. Women wore the 
images on hatpins, men wore 
them as watch fobs. And Ben- 
der, with a roly-poly face and 
sqGuinty eyes, wore the look of 
a.Billiken. 

“One afternoon at practice,” 
the tale goes, “as McNamara 
and O'Connor looked on, the 
St. Louis U. eleven went 
through its paces with such 
brilliance that Bender was all 
smiles. Bender’s broad grin and 
squinty eyes so impressed 
O’Connor that finally he ex- 
claimed: “Why, that guy’s a 
regular Billiken.” 

“McNamara quickly took the 
cue and drew a cartoon of Ben- 
der in the form of a Billiken 
With the result that members 
of the football team soon be- 
came known as Bender's Bil- 
likens. ... 

It was a fine story until the 
other day when it was an- 
nounced that one-time Post- 
Dispatch artist Charles McNa- 
mara would be honored at the 
homecoming game for his part 
in that tale of long ago. 

It was still a good story un- 
til it developed that our Mr. 
Ed Wray didn’t remember an 
artist of that name, our Mr. 
Bill Byrnes of the Art Depart- 
ment didn’t either, and neither 
did anybody else. 


Now It Can Be Told. 


ELL, as a matter of fact, 
Charley McNamara also

ET’S be frank. You're read- 
ing this because 


people’s lives, too. But first and 
foremost it’s your own tender 
neck you're looking out for. I 
don’t blame you. It’s the instinct 
of self-preservation. 


Let’s find out where and when 
you've got to be most careful. 
Here you may be in for a sur- 
prise. You may expect the great- 
est danger in blowouts or skids, 
foggy weather or snow, sharp 
curves and left turns. 


But here is the truth: About 
eighty per cent of all fatal acci- 
dents occur while cars are being 
driven on a straight highway. And 
three out of four of them happen 
in clear weather on dry roads. 


These are the times you feel 
like relaxing, listening to the car 
radio, perhaps speeding up a bit 
to make better time. You take 
less notice of other cars and ob- 
jects. Why? Conditions are “per- 
fect.” But others think that way 
too. And that’s when you may be 
endangering your life. 

Bus and truck drivers know this. 
That's why they have such a low 
accident rate even though they 
drive five times farther per year 
than the average driver. Their 
knowledge is the know-how“ 
they’ve accumulated from long 
years of driving. 


In bad weather or adverse con- 
ditions, even the slackest driver 
pays more attention. Under good 
driving conditions, drivers relax, 
speedometer needles creep up. 
These are the times when the 
tricks of the professional driver 
can help keep you and your car 
in one piece. 

You won't find many of these 
tricks in the average driving 
manual. These are the facts you 


learn from years of highway and 


city driving.

OU VE heard that speed is 

the highway’s principal killer. 

And it is. Within reason, you 

can enjoy speed with safety sim- 


ly by knowing how to stop. For 


not actually speed that results 
in accidents but failure to stop or 
slow down soon enough when dan- 
ger threatens. Knowing how to use 
your brakes can save your life. 

There’s more than one way of 
applying the brakes. Here are 


Steady pressure on the brake 
pedal. This will stop the aver-

Pumping the brake pedal. 
This will stop the average car 
doing 40 m.p.h. in about 67 


is necessary. Only the most effi- 
cient brakes can be fanned. Slug- 
gish brakes won't react quickly 
enough. For expert stopping, have 
your brakes in top condition first. 

Much easier to master is the 
slower pumping action. The brake 
pedal is fully applied and fully 
released. In pumping you can 
hold the‘ brake pédal down until 
you feel the wheels actually lock. 
By releasing the pedal at that 


moment, you get the maximum 
braking without the danger 
‘of a skid. Both f and 


pumping give the brakes a chance 
to cool between applications, pro- 
vide more stopping power than 
if the lining were in contact with 
the drum continuously. 

Pumping your brakes can be 
done with very litfle practice. 
Yet it’s a good plan to try it out 
a few times first when stopping 
clear of other traffic. Then, with 
practice, you'll be able to fan the 
brakes and come close to stopping 
on a dime.

HEN passing à car ahead, 
don't make the mistake of 
driving right close up to it 
first. This places you in a dan- 
gerous position if the car ahead 
suddenly stops. It cuts off your 
view of the road ahead. It causes 
you to remain longer in the dan- 
gerous oncoming traffic lane be- 
cause you have to pick up speed 
while rounding the car. 
Ninety-five per cent of drivers 
habitually do this, but there’s no 
reason why you should imitate 
their amateurish, dangerous be- 
havior. So hang back. Watch the 
oncoming traffic. When you can 
see a good clear stretch of road, 
look for these obstacles: narrow 
bridges, no-passing lines, a hill, 
a curve, an intersection, a railroad 
crossing, or any similar hazards. 


If there aren’t any, stay in your 
lane and speed up to 15 m.p.h. 
faster than the car ahead. When 
you get to the safe following 
distance—a minimum of one car 
length for every 10 m.p.h. of 
speed—edge out to the left so 
you can seé the .road clearly. 

Be sure there’s no car behind 
you that may ‘be trying to pass 
you. Before making a final de- 
cision to pass, take a quick look 
for any of the’ following on the 
road ahead: a pedestrian, a car 
parked near the pavement, an 
icy stretch of road, or a mud 
slick. If one or more are there, 
don’t pass the other car at the 
same time its driver is passing 
such things. 

If all is clear behind, look at 
the car ahead. Has he pulled 
over, or at least kept within his 
lane? If so, you should be able 
to trust him not to do anything 
foolish. So ng out and, passing 
on the left, continue ahead until 
you can see some part of the 
front of that car in your mirror. 

Make sure you’re a comfort- 
able distance ahead, then ease 
over into your lane. 

When no other traffic is about 
it’s a good plan to remain in the 
left hand lane until you're five or 
six lengths ahead of the car 
you've just passed before you 
pull over to the right hand lane. 

When IL asked for the paramount 
qualities of the expert driver, the 
majority of professional drivers 
told me there were just four:

Let them 
become as automatic as the ha- 
bits with which you perform 
the mechanical operation of 
your car. Go over them mental- 
ly and in practice, so you react 
instinctively by doing the cor- 
rect thing at once. i

VEN though you've been driv- 

ing for years, you still may not 

be an expert driver. Last year 
98.2% of all drivers in fatal acci- 
dents had more than 12 months’ 
driving experience. Yet a new- 
comer to driving who follows 
these four rules will quickly be- 
come a far more skillful driver 
than the old-timer who relies on 
nothing more than the fact that 
he’s been driving for years. :

Expert drivers never cross the 
crest of a hill at a speed of more 
than 40 m.p.h. even under the 
best of conditions; Although they 
may be able to see somewhat far- 
ther than the 112 feet stopping 
distance required at that speed, 
they always anticipate meeting a 


_ reckless driver in their lane, over- 
. taking an oncoming truck at the 


crest of a hill. At night, it’s a 
good idea to flash your lights as 
you go over a crest, and in poor 
n to sound the horn as 
well. 


Expert drivers never coast down 
hill: If brakes get hot, there is 
nothing to hold them and, at 
high speeds, declutching into sec- 
ond is practically impossible. The 
experts’ rule for descending steep 
grades is to go down in the same 
gear they would use to go up. 


Overdrive should be locked out 
while descending a long hill. This 
can be done by kicking down the 
accelerator and pulling out the 
dash knob. If you need comprés- 
sion braking with . automatic 
transmission, move the selector 
into low range, which gives you 
second gear. 

Slipping the clutch: Never drive 
with your left foot on the clutch 
pedal. Even if you aren't de- 
pressing, it's very easy to do so 
without noticing. This wears the 
lining rapidly. 

Even more expensive is the 
practice of slipping the clutch 
while stopped on a hill. Sure, it 
will hold you—all you need do is 
jockey the clutch until you reach 
that stage of slipping which allows 
the car to remain stationary while 
the engine holds it there.

NOTHER way to wear the 
clutch is to let it in too slowly 
when starting on the level in 
low.

The way to do it is to lightly 
pump the brake pedal a few times 
before actually applying the 
brakes.

TOPPING at Intersections: 

Many stop signs are placed too 

far back from intersections for 
drivers to be able to see oncoming 
traffic clearly. So stop at the 
sign to comply with the law, then 
drive slowly to the actual edge of 
the intersection from where you 
can see oncoming traffic. 

Green Lights Are Dangerous: 
Unless colorblind, you're not like- 
ly to have much trouble with traf- 
fic lights. But sometimes when 
the sun is shining directly on the 
lenses, it’s difficult to tell which 
color is which. 


The standard color arrangement 
of traffic signals is red at the 
top, yellow in the middle, and 
green below. It's easy to tell, 
therefore, which lens is illuminat- 
ed even though you can’t actually 
see the color. In some communi- 
ties, however, there are still traf- 
fic signals which do not conform 
to these standards. 


A word here about the green 
light. Never assume that a green 
light means it’s safe to go—it 
just means go, and that’s all. 

An intersection with traffic 
lights is often more dangerous 
than one without. Amazed traffic 
engineers are just discovering 
that accidents can be fewest at 
intersections with no traffic signs 
at all, can be more numerous 
where go slow signs are erected. 
They discover that accidents often 
increase when stop signs are put 
up; reach a maximum when traf- 
fic lights are added. ? 

In a study made of 1606 Dela- 
ware intersections, it was discov- 
ered that there were 8.65 times 
as much chance of a fatality at 
intersectidns controlled by lights 
than at totally unguarded ones. 

A wider survey was then con- 
ducted in Philadelphia, where 
9294 intersections were studied— 
the Philadelphia engineers got a 
death risk figure even higher. 

In addition, the National Safety 
Council found that one per cent 
more pedestrians are killed cross- 
ing with the light than while 
crossing against it. Never place 
any faith in the Safety of a green 
light or the stopping power of a 
red one. 

“Defending” the Right of Way: 
Many a court case following an 
accident has been lost by the 
driver who held the right of way 
even though the other driver had 
obviously been at fault. 

Most drivers know when they 
hold the right of way but they 
don't know when they must yield 
it. Yet the answer is straight- 
forward enough: 

You must yield the right of way 
if you have the last clear chance 
to prevent an accident. It’s this 
last clear chance that counts in 


¢ court, not whether you had the 


right of way at the time of an ac- 
cident. 

The maxim, therefore, is never 
to insist on the right of way, al- 
ways to yield it if failure to do 
may cause accident.

known actor of stage and

LONDON, Jan. 24—A parlia- 
mentary move to repeal Sunday 
blue laws dating to 1625 began 
this week with Conservative and 
Labor members of the House of 
Commons breaking party lines 
over the issue. 

A bill submitted by John Park- 
er, Laborite, with Conservative 
support, was principally designed 
to permit Sunday legitimate thea- 
ter openings and professional 
sports events,but its backers said 
the over-all aim is to elimihate 
complexities of the ancient sta- 
tutes. Among other things, the 
statutes make it legal to sell 
clotted cream (used chiefly ag a 
butter substitute, but illegal to 
sell sweet cream. 

The theater and sports provi- 
sions of the bill, however, have 
sent members of the House scur- 
rying into non-party combinations 
which either approve the pro- 
posed reforms, oppose them or 
want them referred to a special 
commission which would examine 
the question from the viewpoint 
of the “national welfare.”

Von Hagen’s father, a paper maker, had 
brought home a leaf from a 16th cen- 
tury manuscript.

“Dad,” he asked, “what makes these 
yellow marks on the paper?” 

“I don't know,” said his father. 
Because he got no answer to his ques- 
tion, Victor began a study of paper mak- 
ing. He soon learned the yellow marks 


‘were caused by a fungus growth in the 


paper. 
More than that, Victor became in- 
trigued by the lack of information on 
paper making among the Aztec and 
Maya Indians. So, at the age of 22, he 
set out on his first South American ex- 
pedition to study this subject. 
Since then he has made four trips 
and written 18 books, including one on 
Indian paper making. On one of these 
trips he spotted remains of the Inca 
highway. That was 18 years ago. 

Now, with the American Geographical 
Society, Von Hagen hopes to close an- 
other gap in human knowledge.

WASHINGTON, D. C. 
N A MOMENT Of mental agony, a 30-year-old 
woman here tried to kill herself. 
She took a knife, pointed it at the bot- 
tom of her throat and cut. 

Rushed to George Washington University 
Hospital, she lay at the door of death. 

Doctors examined her and found that she 
had cut deep, damaging her windpipe. 

It looked hopeless, but Suddenly, the doctors 

realized that the woman provided a rare op- 
portunity. 

@ For more than a year, medical scientists at 
George Washington had been doing experi- 
mental “windpipe repair” surgery—on dogs. 

The operations on animals had worked. 

@ As the woman lay unconscious, the doctors 
decided: the time has come to apply what we 
learned from animals to this human patient. 
@ In the operating room, a surgical team“ 
headed by Dr. Brian Blades and his assistant, 
Dr. Robert McCorkle, went to work. 

In the next three hours, here’s what they 
did: 

They removed the damaged section of the 
woman's windpipe. 

Then, they repaired it with a piece of stain- 
less steel wire mesh. 

It was something like patching the inner 
tube of a blown-out tire. 

The windpipe (trachea) is a hollow tube 
about an inch in diameter. It’s the tunnel . 
lets air in and out of your lungs. 

The steel wire mesh, shaped and fitted in 
the operating room, served as the patch. 

It replaced the damaged area, leaving the 
windpipe clear for the passage of air. 

This was one of the first operations of its 
kind on a human being. 

The operation was a success. The woman 
recovered, her. breathing is normal and the 
wire mesh rests in her . life-saving 
appliance. 


Risky Business 


URING THE entire operation, while her 
windpipe was being repaired the patient 
breathed through a special tube. 

It was quickly removed after the wire mesh 
was secured in place. 

That breathing tube represents one of the 
dangers of the operation. 

Getting the tube down to the healthy part 
of the windpipe (so the patient can breathe 
normally during the operation) is risky. 

Once the repair work starts, the surgeon has 
to be especially careful not to damage certain 
nerves. If those nerves are damaged, the pa- 
tient’s cough reflexes can be destroyed. 

That could result in death. 

Another danger: vocal chords might get 
hurt in the operation. That could result in 
loss of speech. 

None of these things happened to the 
woman. 

Armed with the knowledge they had gained 


~ 


in their first “steel wire repair” operation, the 
George Washington surgical team got a second 
case. 

@ A 50-year-old man had cancer-in his wind- 
pipe. 

It was slowly choking him to death. For 
days, he had been spitting up blood and trying 
to fight off waves of pneumonia. If something 
weren't done quickly, he would surely die. 

@ I watched the operation on that man. 

It was like the surgery performed on the 
woman. : 

As I walked into the operating room in 
Gallinger Muncipal Hospital here, a young 
doctor explained: This is like a football game. 
Dr. McCorkle and the others are the first 
platoon.” 

Dr. Blades was the “second platoon.” 


An Eerie Sound 


more than an hour, the “first platoon” 
F worked, preparing the patient for the 
delicate repair job. 

They probed down under the chest bone, 
carefully watching all the machines that told 
how the man was “holding up.” 

Like the woman, this patient would soon be 
breathing through a special tube placed down 
in the healthy part of his windpipe. 

The surgeons at certain points would have 
to cut a fraction of an inch from that tube— 


without puncturing it. One slip would mean 


almost instant death. 

At 10:17 a.m., the “second platoon” moved 
in. 

All the time, a suction machine (used to 
keep the patient’s chest clean) groaned on. 

It had an eerie sound, like the howling of 
a dog on a prairie. 

At 10:40 a.m., Dr. Blades looked up at a group 
of young doctors watching the delicate surgery

they’d be smooth. It was almost like a woman 
hemming a skirt. 

One of the doctors smiled and said: “Is there 
a patent applied for’ on this gadget?” 

At 12:10 p.m., (after adjustment and “siz- 
ing”) the steel mesh was secure and in place. 

At 12:35, Dr. Blades looked over to me and 
said: “OK, let’s have a cigarette.” 

It took about an hour for the “first platoon” 
to sew up the incisions and get the patient 
ready to be taken to his room. 

‘At 4 p.m. that day, a report came to George 
Washington University Hospital: The patient 
appeared to be doing well. 

However, the man died three weeks after the 
operation. After his death, the doctors’ score 
on human windpipe repair cases: one life 
saved, one gallant attempt. 

Said Dr. Blades: Experience on the two cases 
shows that the operation can work. 

The factors that led to the man’s death 
will be overcome in the future. 

Windpipe repair can be as successful on 
people as it has been on animals. 

What medical know-how made this opera- 
tion possible? 

First, there was the extensive animal re- 
search at George Washington Medical School. 
There, Dr. John Keshishian came up with the 
idea that steel mesh would work best. 

(Other metals like tantalum had been tried 
in other studies.) 


Cautious Promise 


at such medical centers as the Mayo 

Clinic, Rochester, Minn., Tempie Univer- 
sity, Philadelphia and in England, had done 
pioneering work in “windpipe repair.” 

A Mayo spokesman Said that test operations 
on animals had been done fairly often, “but 
with human patients, this is very rare.” 

What are the implications of “windpipe re- 
pair?” 

It’s possible that the windpipe operation 


B: EvEN before the research here, doctors 


might convert some inoperable lung cancer 
/ cases to operable cases. 


Of course, it’s too early to tell just which 
lung cancer cases might become operable. 

But Dr. Blades is willing to go this far: 
s The application of knowledge gained in 
windpipe repair may make possible operations 
on lung cancer that are not possible today. 


That's a significant statement if you con- 


sider these statistics provided by the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society: 
@ About 16,000 Americans die each year from 
cancer of the lung. 

That fatality figure is increasing at the rate 
of 5 per cent a year. 

At present, only 3 to 5 per cent of lung can- 
cer cases diagnosed are cured.

Rosenblum was trying to shed 
light on these questions: 

Ho does a child learn to “take 
it when things go wrong?” 

e Which will do him more good 
in later life—to praise (or punish) 
him consistently or to vary the 
pattern deliberately? 

s Which method will best train 
him to make adjustments to the 
outside world, which is often un- 
friendly? 

Testing three groups, Rosen- 
blum gave the first plus marks, 
the second plus marks on half 
their papers, the third, no marks. 

What did he find out? 

First, the study (supervised by 
Dr. Boyd R. McCandless) won't 
be completed for two years. But 
evidence, so far, indicates: 

The children who got inconsist- 
ent treatment (sometimes plus 
marks, sometimes no marks) 
seemed to get used to surprises 
and disappointments. 

They are the ones, Rosenblum 
feels, who, when they grow up, 
will be able to roll with life's 
punches. 

Says Rosenblum, “There has 
always been a lot of emphasis on 
treating the child consistently— 
so he knows what to expect.”

e These parents apparently fail 
to recognize that this child has 
learned to expect indulgent treat- 
ment all of the time,” he says.

in on a secret. It isn't on the 25¢ 
tour, nor is it on the 50¢ or the 
dollar tour. Just follow me.” 

The young man opened a door 
reading “Executives Only” and 
held it open as the tourists trick- 
led through. Suddenly pandemo- 
nium broke loose, women 
screamed, men cursed, children 
cried and their guide evaporated 
into thin air. 

@ A few hours later, Henry Mor- 
gan was called on the mat. “You 
ought to know better than to take 
a mixed crowd into a men’s 
lounge,” a red-faced personnel 
director exploded. “You're fired!” 

Henry Morgan’s entire life it 
seems, consists of being hired, 
fired or retired. 


No Shoes, Please 


E BECAME famous in New 
H York, broadcasting nightly 
for an odd collection of 
sponsors, including a local chain 
of shoe stores named Adler: Mor- 
gan promptly dubbed the man 
who signed his checks “Old Man 
Adler” and insulted him with 
relish and regularity. 

Adler took it good-naturedly, 
even went on the air once himself 
to talk back to his own employee: 
But when Henry got to insulting 
the merchandise, Old Man Adler’s 
ire was aroused.

Last night,“ the sponsor 
scolded him, when you were sup- 
posed to sell my sports shoes in 
14 different colors you said you 
wouldn’t be caught dead wearing 
them to a dog fight. You've got 
to retract tonight or I'll cancel 
your contract.” Henry agreed to 
retract his smear. 

“Last night,” he drawled, “I 
said I wouldn’t be seen dead ata 
dog fight wearing those colored 
shoes of Adler’s. I apologize. I 
would be seen dead wearing those 
colored shoes of Adler’s!” 

Henry wasn’t fired. The feud 
turned out to be the most profit- 
able in the history of radio. It 
won so much publicity for both 
the product and Morgan that 
the comedian-commentator was 
signed by a network and sold to 
a famous national sponsor. Un- 
happily, this didn’t last. Morgan 
liked the money, but he still re- 
sented playing a commercial 
Straight and his option was 
dropped... 

e Then came television and 
again nobody but the public liked 
Morgan. But the sponsors didn’t 
laugh and Henry found himself 
on the sidelines again 

@ About four months or so ago, 
an agent-friend named Ted Lloyd 
had a bright idea. A new Broad- 
way restaurant thought it might 
make itself better known faster if 
it employed a post-midnight disk 
jockey chatterer. Lloyd suggested 
Morgan. The restaurateur was in- 
terested; so was radio station 


_WMGM. The only question was: 


was Morgan interested? 
They went into a huddle. Then 


they built a dais, hung a sign over 
the entrance to Hutton’s Sist 
Street and shouted, Here's Mor- 
gan.“ Two sponsors agreed to take 
a chance. 

Morgan’s debut on the three 
hour show wasn't auspicious. He 
was suspicious of the blind phone 
calls that came from out of the 
night, and he still hated sponsors. 

“You people,” he said in his first 
program, “have been told that 
this is a new, changed Morgan, 


that I’m easy to get along with. 


Well, don't you believe it—I’m still 


the same old rat!”

A clowning. He has gotten 
mellower. He’s gathered one 
of the largest audiences in the 
area and his list of sponsors has 
grown. ö 

However, he still remains un- 
predictable.

One night Morgan made history 
again. He was served a subpoena 
for back alimony while he was on 
the air. Unruffied, he read the 
summons over the air. 

One dull two-thirty in the 
morning, a fellow of foreign ex- 
traction got on the dais with 
Henry and admitted that he 
hopped from one all-night show 
to another. “I find it a cheap way 
to learn English,” he explained.

S THERE SOMEWHERE a dark star 

moving through space so as to 

collide with the earth and end 
all our lives in an instant? 

We cannot know — because any 
such dark star would be invisible 
until it was quite near. 

But it’s certainly not very likely. 
First, if there were any such stars, 
one of them would have hit the 
earth (or the solar system) during 
the 2,000,000 years it has already ex- 
istea. 

Second, astronomers have rarely 
observed star collisions. 


® What, then, will our earth be 
like during the next million years? 

Science has recently given us tools 
(see box) to work with. And if we 
cannot tell exactly what life will be 
like on Sunday morning, January 
25, 1,001,953 A.D. (if it is a Sun- 
day!), we can forecast a good many 
of the experiences of our grand- 


‘children hundreds of generations 


from now. And science says that 


when we look ahead a million years, 
we're looking at people pretty much 
like ourselves. 


@ Will we change at ail as human 
beings? 

The chances are that man will be- 
come cleverer. He may not become 
morally better, however. 

We may all get to look more like 
each other and because a dark 
complexion helps when living in the 
tropics, but doesn't hinder life in 
cold climates, we shall probably all 
tend to become dark. 


@ Where will we live? 

It’s likely that the great majority 
of us will live in cities. City life may 
have its drawbacks, but in the long 
run we'll probably come to like them 
rather than want to change them. 


© Will there be another ice Age? 

In all probability, yes. As north- 
erly regions grew colder, the climate 
farther south would improve. The 
tropics would become temperate —

and places like the US. Southwest 
would have plenty of rain. 


© Will we use atomic energy for 


‘feel? 


Yes—but not nearly so extensively 
as we may now think. 

Our oil will probably be gone in 
100 years, our coal in less than 500. 

But atomic energy we must get 
(as things are now) from uranium. 
This is relatively common, but is 
hard to process — and one of the by- 
products is destructive bombs. 

Even if we burned all the uranium 
in the earth in atomic reactors, it 
would only give us about as much 
energy as all the coal in the earth— 
so that it would be gone long before 
our million-year span had ended. 

Energy from thorium, rather than 


uranium, is a possibility, but even 


this would not last long. It is very 
doubtful that we can harness hydro- 
gen explosives (as in the H-bomb) 
to do peaceful work. 


SCIENCE’S TOOL IS NOT 
THE CRYSTAL BALL 


@ It is, instead, the idea of probabil- 
ity. In other words, because things 
have happened so often in the past, 
it is probable—almost to the point of 
being a natural law—that they will 
happen again in the future. 

In this way probability has be- 
come the basis for many of the most 
advanced concepts of physics and 
mathematics. 

@ In the same way the laws of prob- 
ability can be applied to mankind, be- 
cause human nature will ‘continue 
much as it is now. 

@ It is this that will mostly settle 


what happens to man during the gen- 
erations to come. 


© Will windmills take the place of 
coal mines? 

We may have great “power farms” 
in the future, because wind power is 
inexhaustible. What we need first, 
however, is some new kind of storage 
battery. 


© Can we get food—and power— 
from the sea? 

Some, yes. But again the sea is 
overrated as a source of supply. Mil- 
lions of tons of plankton—tiny ma- 


- Trine life—could be harvested as food. 


"YEARS FROM 


Yet to get endless food from the 
ocean would mean churning up the 
depths of the sea—at great cost—or 
else “fertilizing” the ocean on a fan- 
tastic scale. 


Con we control the climate? 

We can't expect to cool the tropics 
or warm the polar zones. But rain- 
making shows great promise. And we 
could, perhaps, dam the Bering sea. 
This might cut off icy currents in the 
Pacific that keep Alaska frigid. 

Climates may be improved. 


© Will most people be happy? 

I believe that the “discontented 
type” of person—who drives harder 
and succeeds better — will become 
more numerous. 


The man of the future will prob- 
ably be more discontented than to- 
day’s man. In any event, there seems 
absolutely no reason to expect any 
notable increase in the sum of 
human happiness. It is quite safe to 
say, too, that there will always be 
rich and poor. 


© What about a ‘‘contentment 
drug 

Biology is sure to produce many 
remarkable findings. 

One could be a drug that produced 
a permanent state of contentment. 

It would be dangerous, however. 
Suppose a dictator used it to make 
his subjects actually enjoy their 
bondage? 


Con we control the sexes? 


TODAY 


We know now that the male con- 
trols the sex of his offspring. Possi- 
bly a way can be found to “sort” the 
germ cells which carry male or 
female character: 

If that happened, tomorrow’s pop- 
ulations might be heavily male, or 
heavily female. A nation wanting to 
go to war would raise only sons—but 
would pay for it by having a short- 
age of mothers. 


®@ Then will we end war? 

No, I think not. 

The regions of the world will fall 
into provinces of ever-changing ex- 
tent, which most of the time will be 
competing with one another. 

Occasionally they will be united 
into an uneasy world-government. 


„ 


Most of the time there will be severe 


pressure from over-population—and 
periodic famine. This will be one of 
the chief features of history. 

Yet the intellectual level of man 
will rise. | 

And there will be “golden ages,” 
when men will create all sorts of 
new and wonderful things. 


@ Will the horse return? 
Strangely enough, it may. a 
If we use up all our coal and oil, 

and find no easy way to generate 

vast quantities of power, we may go 
back to Old Dobbin. 

We would keep radio and tele- 
graph, and even television. But we 
might have to give up fast long-dis- 
tance transportation.
